Jim Timestra K6JAT our newly ap- 
pointed ARRL Pacific Division Vice 
Director will join is at the next General 
Meeting on August 21. Having just re- 
turned from his inaugural Board meeting 
Jim will proved us with an update on the 
ARRL. Jim has served as Oakland's 
RACES Radio Officer for over 14 years 
and as the Section Emergency Coordi- 
nator (SEC) of the ARRL's East Bay 


Section from January 13, 2008 to June 21, 2009. In 1998, Jim incor- 
porated the Oakland Radio Communication Association (ORCA) and 
became its first president. Presently, he is the Vice Director of the 
ARRL's Pacific Division, a member of ORCA's Board of Directors 
and trustee of the club's callsign: WW6OR. Jim has operated as PJ2/ 
K6JAT and KH6/K6JAT, and from V26DX. Jim practices law at his 
own firm in Oakland.

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Proposed Amendment to Bylaws 


The following Proposed Amendment to the MDARC Bylaws was approved at the July Board meeting to 
be presented to the Membership at the August 21 meeting: 


ARTICLE II Section 6. Board of Directors to be amended to add a new paragraph 5. 


5. Officers and Directors may be removed for cause including but not limited to absence, 
neglect of duty or misuse of office upon recommendation by a majority of the Board of Directors 
and a two thirds affirmative vote by the members at the following General Membership Meeting. 


This amendment shall not become effective until January 1, 2010. Directors At Large serving two-year 
terms at the time of adoption shall be exempted for the remainder of their terms. 


MDARC Board of Directors 
Meeting minutes, July 6, 2009 (7:00 pm Fuddruckers restaurant, 1940 
N. Main St., Walnut Creek) 


Vice President John Ronan K3ZJJ began the meeting at 7:10 p.m. 

Other board members present: Secretary Paul Dickey N6JOX, Director and 
interim Treasurer Trevor Hall WA6JAU, newly appointed co-Treasurers 
Doug Hinkley KI6VVV and Rebecca Hinkley KI6VVT, Emergency Coor- 
dinator Marty Heyman W6MDH. Others present: Field Day Chairman 
Lauren Styles WA6CIE, Footprint Chairman and Instructor Glen Rickerd 
NO6W, Food Manager Elizabeth Styles KG6HLV, and guests ARRL 
Pacific Division Director Bob Vallio W6RGG and Vice-Director Jim 
Tiemstra K6JAT. 


Last month’s minutes by the acting secretary were not available. 


Interim Treasurer WAG6JAU reported a total of $47,697.31 including 
$15,336.22 in checking. New co-Treasurers KIGVVT and KI6VVV were 
authorized by the Board to receive all material relating to the treasurer 
function from WA6JAU, and to sign checks and disburse funds in accor- 
dance with the by-laws. Others on the Bank signature card will be K3ZJJ 
and WAGJAU. 


Tech Committee Chairman WA6JAU advised that there was no Tech 
Committee meeting this month because of the holiday. The MDARC 
trailer has been cleaned up thanks to WA6CIE and KG6HLV and is now 
parked at the residence of AF6HQ. American Tower has imposed a July 31 
deadline for payment of a repair fee; while the Board and Club member- 
ship have approved a payment, the amount is under discussion by K3ZJJ. 


K3ZJJ reported that the application fee for federal approval of the 501c3 
status is $750. The Board approved payment. 


K3ZJJ updated the status of the Club effort to acquire approval for Pacifi- 
con 2010, with a leaning toward using the USS Hornet. W6RGG and 
W6MDH will be checking out hotels that are closest to the Hornet prior to 
W6RGG making a decision on approval. 


K3ZJJ advised the Board of the scheduled speakers for the Club meetings: 
July 17, William Dale N2RVH “WiFi networks and Ethernet Interface for 
EMCOM.” 

Aug. 21, Vice-Director Jim Tiemstra K6JAT “ARRL Update.” 

Sept. 18, Mike Saculla KEMDS “ATV Forum.” 


The Board approved a Special Recognition Award for KG6HLV and 
WAGECIE or their work for the Club on numerous occasions for years, and 
especially for “rescuing” Field Day for the Club this year, on less than two 
weeks notice. 
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The Board approved the sending of a letter of thanks to the Salva- 
tion Army with a $200 check for radio replacement (theirs was 
damaged in a recent incident). 


Regarding Field Day, NO6W announced that he was in discussion 
with a representative of the College District as to the possibility of 
having FD in one of their parking lots next year. They will con- 
tinue to talk. 


K3ZJJ noted that the Christmas party was still tentatively sched- 
uled for Oakland, barring further opinions as to a reasonable loca- 
tion. 


The Board approved a proposed amendment to the By-laws Arti- 
cle II, Section 6, which would add a new Section 5:

In order to timely proceed with an 
election of officers for next year, K3ZJJ appointed NO6W, 
W6MDH, and Jay Caldis KT6Y, upon acceptance, as a nominat- 
ing committee.
